Its outer partis 
ornamented by the figures of different kinds of 
birds. and animals, and old poculisr-looking 
letters. In the innor, part of this instrament a 
column is co susponded that it can mova in eight 
dirontiona. Also, in the inside of the bottle, 
thero is an arrangement by which some record of 
an catthquake is-made according to the move- 
ment of the pillar.
